Night had falien upon us some time before we 
had reached the base of the mountain, but as 
there were in our way ro more ledges, shelves, 
ravines, and dangerous pxsses, but instead, an 
undulating, rather comfortable down-hill ride, 
with a clear, beautifuj starlight, we decided to 
continue our descent and reach the village of 
the Monicans, making it the terminns o! our 
day's journey. 

Coming in upoa the savage suo worshippers 
in the night, unannounced, taking them by sur- 
prise, as we were likely to do,—we were not 
quite eure that our reception would be a wel 
come, or even a peaceful one. But as we were 
friendly inclined, and in sufficient force to take 
care of ourselves in any probable emergency, we 
went on confidently, wondering something of 
course as to what would be the prominent fea- 
turee of our reception and night's entertain- 
ment. Our doubts upon such points were soon 
satiafactorily settled. 

At the distance of abort a lesgue from the 
village we were wet by a delegation of their 
chief men, five in number—old veteran gray 
heads, all of them; who bad come out on foot 
to meet, bid us weloome, and conduct us to 
quartera already prepared for us. Beigg placed 
en rapport with us through the medium of 
Madam Coemo, we were informed that the Moni- 
cans had been apprised of our intention to visit 
their valley before we lefi the Val cle Dulce, and 
so they had been ten days preparing to make 
us quite comfortable whenever we ehould come 
among them. They had seen us werding our way 
down the mountain and eo had sent out their 
chief men to bid us welcome, which they did in 
an outrageously eloquent barrangue, every soul 
of them spouting away in Quceche as loud and 
as fast a8 poseivie, the peculiar metallic diatonic 
of the dialect, making the composite tangle 
sound something like a ehower of spike nails 
falling furiously ov # eheet-iron surface. 

We survived the infliction, however, and then 
followed our vecerable guides into and through 
the village toa sort of temple built of ado/r, 
and occupying « position in an open square, on 
the very verge of the mysterious lake. We had 
remarked tbat in our passage through the town, 
not a single soul of the inhabitants appeared, 
and our guides informed us that euch was one 
of the ways iv which they manifested their re 
spect fer strangers, though the manifestation 
was rarely called for, 2a the oldest among them 
had not seen five strangers in their whole lives. 

We found the great hall of the temple fitted 
up eepecially fur the reception of ourselves, 
while our servants wero provided for in adjoin- 
ing aparimerts, and even the accommodation of 
the horaea, mules, and dogs had not been for- 
gotten. In our quartcrs we found baths, eepa- 
rated by bamboo rcreens, beds of the soft, 
feathery and fragrant leaves of the chi chi, laid 
with pillows of the same material, spread with 
white covers of cotton, of domestic fabric, and 
the beds all placed in temporary bamboo al- 
coves with screens and folding doors. 

In the ocntre of the apartment was prepared 
a table capacicus enongh to accommodate our 
entire party, spread with a sumptuous repaet 
most of the ceoked material having been served 
hot while we were bathing and making our toi- 
lets. There were steaks and eavory stews of the 
vicuna and Liama kid; chickens rosated, boiled, 
stewed, broiled and fricaseeed ; a variety of smal! 
pigeons roasted in pairs; egg, fresh fish, cream, 
cakes of green maize, many vegetables, and 
more fruite, cocoa and coffee; and all in pro- 
fusion ; from which we argued that whether or 
not these Morican sun worehippers and our 
friends of «! Val de Du’ce were blood relatives, 
kindred in their hoepitality and superior cook- 
ing they certainly were. 

Having remained in respectful attendance 
until we were al! eeatod at table, our gray com- 
mittee of reception withdrew, and we were left 
entirely masters of a very comfortable cituation, 
Duriog, and after supper, before retiring to our 
beda, we made observationa of objects visible 
and eome divcoveriea that were to us matters of 
considerable curiosity. First among theee was 
the maooer of lighting the great hall in which 
we were tupping. Jt was simple, and so effi 
cient, that I think no gas-lighted apartment of 
eqnal dimensions was ever more brilliantly il'n- 
minated. Suspended some four feet above the 
centre of the table was a sort of chandelicr, 
cariouely wrought in ornamental bamboo work, 
having four long and four short points, making 
an eight raved eter. Then in threecircles clove 
together, and in etraight rows on al! the pointe, 
were rings, or holea like thore of a table castor, 
in which fitted little cilver cups, covered and 
wicked, all receiving o'] through emall tubes 
from a circular central open reservoir that held, 
I should jidge, about four gallone. Tobia oil, os 
we eubsequentis learned, wae ¢xpreseed from 
the nut of the cha c/u abrub, the leaves of which 
formed our beds. 

If the traditions of the anciert Peruvian race 
are to be relied on in the premisee, it was the 
oil of the che chi that supplied the vestal lamps 
in all their sacred ecn-temples. Certainly the 
sun would have been an unreasonable deity not 
to have been entire'y eatiefied with the incense 
of such. It is tinted a delicate rose color, never 
becomes gummy or rancid, and burns with a 
brilliant, steady flame, withont smoke, and 
emita a pleasant odor, moet like that of sandal! 
wood. 

The shrub which bears the nut grows pro 
fusely in the valley, both spontaneously and 
under cultivation ; the nut iteclf, in size, shape, 
and a little in externa! color, resembling the 
common filbert, only that instead of being hard. 
shelled it bas a tender, fine nettled husk, most, 
perhaps, like that of the pea, or ground nut. It 
if a Gelicious nut eaten raw, but too rich and 
oily to aimit of any considerable consumption 
in that state. The Monicans after pressing out 
the oil, mix the nut eske with an equal quantiy 
of pounded maize, and make of the mixture 
very palstable bread, cakes, and puodings. 

Besides the great central chandelier there 
were a good many lesser lighte bracketed irom 
the walle; and on « sort of altar or dais were 
three immense earthen flagons of the oil, and 
around them a great number of the emall silver 
cup-lamps; none of them lighted however. Bat 
oue of the reception committee informed as be- 
fore retiring, that we were to help ourselves to 
these lamps when prepared to retire to bed. 

Our next wonder and iration was the 


floor of the t apartment. This was « 
fair, level surfgoe, laid in marquetry of small, 
round pebbles, uniform in sise and of every 
color, shade and hue that ever pebble or gem 
was. The color and modifications of every pre 
cious stone known to the lapidary was here re 
produced in these beautiful pebbles, and being 
artistically laid in some solid cement in figures 
representing beasts, birda, serpents, fruits and 
flowers, and powerfully refractiog the brilliant 
rays of light in varied colors from their million 
surfaces, the effect wes mere magnificent than 
the most vivid imagination cin conceive of. 

Then our attention went wandering over the 
walls, arched windows, alcoves, and the great 
dome over our heads—all a very miracle of art 
and ingenuity in the intricate, elaborate and al- 
ways chaste fretwork of bamboo. The tall, 
arched windows were supplied with screens or 
shades of the most delicate workmanship, 
wrought in ornaments! patterns, and ove of 
them bore a representation of the crucifizion of 
our Saviour, more correct in execution, more 
artistic se a picture, than any engraving or 
painting of the ecene I have ever louked upon. 

It wae late when we retired to rest, and not 
nearly as early as was our usual habit of rising 
when Lawoke. But there was only myself and 
wife astir, and having dressed, at @ suggestion 
from Minnie we sought the water front of the 
temple for the purpose of enjoying a quiet early 
lookout upon the waters of the mysterious Lake 
Thayandega, of which we had heard so many 
strange legends. 

Our attention occupied with the beautiful 
pebble work under foot, we passed, unobéervant 
of aught else, out of the great chamber, through 
a wide corridor and out upon a epacious balcony 
of bamboo that spanned the entire front of the 
temple, and elevated perhaps ten feet above the 
clear, crystal water that whispered in gentle 
little ripples against the base of the etructure. 
Lifting our eyes and looking out abroad, euch a 
scene of dazzling enchantment was presented as 
we had never gszed upon, never before imagined 
as having an existence. 

There before us, lay the lake of 7/ayandega, 
circular in form, seven eighths of a mile acrose, 
half ita circumference, from the eart, sweeping 
round either way to north and south, embraced 
by the village front, built quite down to the 
broad belt of beach, which by Nature was as 
brilliantly, though not 60 regularly, artistically 
laid as the floor of the temple, with the same 
beautiful, many-hued pebbles. Oa the western 
side the epurs, curving around and meeting the 
crescent borns of the village, rose au undulating 
amphitheatre of green hills, while from the very 
centre of the silver surfaced lake rose to tho 
height of at least a hundred feet, gradually 
tapering from a base of perhaps twenty feet to 
five at ite apex, an opaque column, its whole 
surface, from base to summit, more brilliantly 
beautiful than anything that art ever presented 
to the eye. Every color and hue that the priem 
ever gave to the view was flashed and raciated 
from the surface of the column, filling all the 
surroundiag space with shafts of glancing colors 
beautiful beyond description. 

A low, musical murmur running all along the 
shore on either hand drew our attention from 
the enchanted column, and we saw the sun wor- 
shipping Monicans, young and old, all clad in 
white garments, a on the beach with 
clasped hands up raised, eyes fixed upon the 
mysterious ebaft, and all lips vocal with the first 
low notes of a matin hymn of worship to their 
tutelar eun-deity. Gradually the notes rose and 
ewelled out in volume and cadence, until the low 
murmur became a grand, thrilling anthem, 
claunted harmoniously by the mingled voices of 
eight hundred devout worshippers, of a!! ages, 
from lisping childhood to wrinkled age. 
Involuntarily sinking upon our knees, wo 
mingled our voices with those of the Mouicans— 
not in their eimple, liquid Querche, but in an 
earnest di profundis, done in Spanish, and if not 
as sincere, we were for the moment quite as de- 
vout end enthusiastic. 

Gradually, as the suh rose higher in the 
heavens, the brilliant column faded, and as 
gradually the ewelling anthem subsided, until at 
the end of three-quarters of an hour the vision 
was gone, al! voices of praise were hushed. 

The loud chanted chorus had aroused and 
called out our entire party, and the morning's 
worehip ended, our venerable committee men 
having firet ascertained our pleaeure, marshalled 
their people of all ages and both exes, aud 
marched them through the temple in review, 
presenting personally all euch as were not mere 
children. Then, after having formally welcomed 
end placed at our dispesal the temple for so long 
as we ebould remain their gueete, a sumptuous 
breakfast was prepared, after part#king of which 
we set about seeking a solution of the mystery 
pertaining to the strange phenomenon we had 
witnessed. We were not long resolving the rid- 
die to natural causes. 

The centre of the lake ia fathomless, and the 
water in that part opaque. Then the shore al! 
round inclining inward at a elight angle, pavec 
with those brilliant thousand-hued pebbles, re- 
fract vividly from @ given angle the raya of the 
morning gun, and the centre of the lake being 
the proper focal Gistance, the refracted rays 
meet there and construct that magnificent pri- 
matic colunm, As the sun rises higher, the 
angie of refraction ia gradually changed, and ia 
abou: on hour the magic shaft entirely civap 
penrs, 

The Monicans, however, would receive no 
euch eolation of the phenomenon. They bury 
all their dead by sinking them in the middle 
depths of the beautiful lake, their traditionary 
superstition being that uncontaminated by asao- 
ciation or interoourse with their Spanish cop 
querore, and maintaining all the customs of 
their ancient race, they at death become im 
morta! by being buried in the jiquid deptns of 
Thayandega, and that that magnificent priematic 
column is planted there for an hour esch morn- 
ing by their beneficent eun-god, a brilliant monu- 
ment marking the resting place of their im- 
mortal dead.

My First (and Last) Descent into a Lead-Mine. 





I happened to be staying at a friend's house 
in one of the northern counties of Eaogland one 
summer, when it was suggested by our host that 
I should ride over to Authorpe, and see the 
splendid hydraulic engine which had been re- 
cently erected for the purpose of draining the 
lead-mineg. > My ardor was but slightly damped 
when I was told that an inspection of the engine 
was not to be accomplished without the hazard 
of a tiring and comparatively dangerous descent 
of the “ climbing-way.” 

There were at the time I speak of but few by- 
draulic gngines of the kind we proposed to 
visit, #0 the resolve to make the inspection was, 
in epite of its comparative danger to a novice, 
quickly formed. On arriving at the mine, we 
sent for the “captain” of thearorks, and under 
hia directions, diveeted ourselves of all our 
clothes, and substituted the common working- 
drese of the miners; and each of us was fur- 
alshed with a lump of clay about the sizo.of an 
orange, into which (a hole being made with 
your thumb) a half-penny candle was inserted. 
(ur party consisted of the captain, one of the 
miners, my cousin, and myeelf, 

A few yards distant from the “ coe” (or hut in 
which we had made our toilets) was a trap-door 
about a yard equare, and this being opened, dis- 
closed a nasty black-looking hole, that might 
have been “any depth,” but which was, it 
seems, only sixty feet. On two of the opposite 
sides of the minef and resting on little ledges in 
the angles, were long pieces of wood about 
three inches wide by about an inch and a half 
thick, and eighteen inches one above another. 
The captain (whom we will call Mr. Darnton) 
firet descended, after him the miner, then my 
cousin, and last of all your bumble servant. 
The mode of p esion consisted in digging 
the outeide edge of the soles of your boots into 
the side of the shaft, so as to get all the hold 
you could of the narrow ledges of the “ stem- 
ples,” as they are called; and as to your hands, 
you were cautioned not to lay hold of the nearest 
stemple to your shoulder, but rather to stoop 
and rest on the lowest one practicable; so that, 
in case of a foot slipping, the muscles of the 
arms might not be euddenly called upon when 
in the comparatively relazed position of a bent 
€ how. 

Sixty feet of this sort of work brought us to 
a gallery about five yards in length, and at the 
end of this was another sixty feet of climbing- 
way, and then another gallery, and so on, untii 
we reached the “level,” into which, at quarter- 
minute intervals, a tremendous body of water 
rushed through a cast-iron pipe about twenty 
inches in diameter. This intermittent little river 
—for it really was one in miniature—wes the 
water lifted by thé engine at every etroke—and 
she was making at that time four strokes a 
minute. 

Our difficulties now had their commencement. 
“The engine, gentlemen,” said our very intelli- 
gent guide, “is at the other end of that pipe, 
and the pipe is fifteen feet long. We must craw! 
through ityone at a time; and I can tell you it 
is rather an awkward journey. I will go first, 
and you can form an idea of the way of crawl- 
ing by seeing what Ido. Be careful to raise 
yourselves as high as you can when you hear the 
valve of the engine clap-to, for that is a eign she 
18 beginning her stroke, and the water will be 
through like a shot; so mind and let it run un- 
der you, and take care it does not put your can- 
die out.” 

We promised to observe all hia cautions, and 
ne at once crept into the pipe. There waa some- 
thing frightful about the whole affair, and the 
danger, seemed magnified by the tremendous 
noise of the valve every time it went-to on the 
return stroke. It was, even at our end of the 
pipe, like a clap of thunder, and seemed to 
shake the solid limestone rock egainst which we 
stood. 

After about a minute’s interval, we beard 
Darnton shout to us to come on, but be careful, 
and not enter more than one at a time, and 
for each to wait till the other had got weil 
through. 

My cousin now eesayed the journey, and 
being, as he was, a eixteen-stone man, and forty- 
four inches round the chest, I felt exceedingly 
nervous on the score ef bia safe arrival at the 
other side. Having waited for the next lift of 
water to run off, he instant'y entered the pipe; 
buton getting half-way through, be turned his 
shoulders too equare, and was for a few mo- 
ments quite faat, and before he could right him- 
self again, the engine made another stroke; the 
consequence being that the water was instantly 
dammed up to his face, and the candle put out. 
A violent struggie and an involuntary riising of 
the body allowed the water to zet away; and he 
had fortunately just time to get his breath and 
be ready for the next rush of water, which came 
with ite ueual tremendous force ; but he was able 
to allow it to pase under him. By dint of great 
exertion, he emerged on the other side quite 
safe, but a good deal frightened. 

I would now most willingly have retraced my 
stepa, but did not like “ chaffed,” #0 took 
my turn, and being of a thin habit of body, 
got safe through between the strokes of the en- 
gine; and now we were in the presence of the 
monster ! 

_I could not accurately describe this splendid 
piece of machinery without the aid of diagrams. 
Saffice it to say, that sbe is driven by an up- 
right column of water about two hun and 
eighty feet high, and takes the pressure just as 


a steam-engine would—namely, by the opening 
of a slide-valve. She can work readily up to 
five hundred horse-power, and would theu make 
seven strokes a minute. When I saw her, 
she was at about half her power. To give some 
idea of ber size, 1 may mention that the jorm’s 
alone of the upright piston-rod were at least the 
size of a farming-wagon body! The operation 
of taking in the water for each stroke, accom- 
panied as it was by the inward opening of the 
valve, and the sound of the water, was awful 
enough ; but, as I said previously, the closing of 
the same valve by the sudden pressure of a 
column of water equal to five hundred horse- 
power, was “a thing to remember.” 

The shaft in which we now stood was about a 
hundred and thirty yards in depth, and fifteen 
feet diameter, and in this awful place was the 
stupendous engine constantly going night and 
day, in a darkness made almost more invisible 
by our little candles. 

And now came a ¢erious question— Shall we 
return through that horrible pipe, or shall we 
ascend by the ladders in the engineshaft? The 
alternative was as follows. If we went through 
the pipe, there was the danger of sticking fast; 
and if by the main shaft, there was no sort of 
protection in case of a slip off a Jadder; and 
these ladders were ranged one above another in 
lengths of about thirty feet, and as nearly as 
possible perpendicularly, with no sort of fence 
or guard. At the top of each length was a 
small platform of wood, about a yard equare: 
and these were the only resting-places. |)arn- 
ton told us that if we decided to go up the main 
shaft, we must, when once started, go /or- 
ward; that no retracing of one’s steps coula be 
allowed, and that we must not attempt to look 
down. 

After afew minutes’ deliberation, we resolved 
to go up by the ladders. I went last; and what 
with the darknees, the tremendous noise of the 
engine when she took the stroke, and last, not 
least, an incident that I hope never to expe- 
rience again, I never was more uncomfortable 
in my life. We had arrived within about twenty 
yarde of the top, and I felt very much fatigued, 
and the tallow from the candle I held had run 
all over my right hand, which circumstances 
rendered a hold of the ladder-staves lees secure. 
To rest my aching arme, | happened to Jean 
back with all my weight, when about the top of 
the last ladder but two, and thie caused the nail 
fastening that side of the ladder nearest to the 
wall to draw out, and the ladder itself to tort 
round / It ia now thirty years ago, but I can al- 
most at the present day fee! my hair stand on 
end, as it most assuredly did at that instant. 
Thank God, the other side held, and I got 
safely to the top; but I resolved that for the 
future my proceedings should be beet described 
by the words composing the heaving of this 
article.

Bat there are other kinds of it which relate to 
a more elevated order ef charecter and living. 
Duty often drives us into conduct which nine 
people out of ten would be ready to pronounce 
simply and purely selfish, but which we venture 
to regard as merely containing that amount of 
judicious selfishnees which is invariatly asso 
ciated with strong and growing natures. The 
pilgrimage of life ia constantly presenting ux 
with alternatives which have been once for all 
symbolised in the apologue called the “ Choice 
of Hercules.” When we are wise, resolute and 
progressive, we are frequently arriving at bifur 
cations—at partings of the ways down one ef 
which we must elect to travel. But we never 
get so far without having acquired—inoherited 
as it were, from our past life—relationa with 
others who may have no intention whatever of 
taking the path which conscierce cries aloud is 
the one for us. To break from the dear old 
ties of companicnship and friendship on such 
occasions is frequently the heaviest task set 
before us in life. Those with whom we part 
company in such circumstances are eure to mur 
mur. Our defection is resented as the result of 
cold calculating prudence. Our head may be 
complimented, but it is at the expense of our 
heart. And if the sole commendable object in 
life were to avoid pain to others, our critics 
would be in the right. The old companion, or 
the old sweetheart, who sees the pleasant, fra 
grant ties of intimacy or affection enap one by 
one, and potes a growing divergence of your 
path from theira, may well be excused for fee!

That 
great man (Carlyle, I mean,) is still grievously 
tormented by some Cocbin-Caina fowls kept by 
a neighbor. They crow not often, but et un- 
seasonable times—in the midst of a particularly 
involved sentence, for instance, requiring great 
attenticn to the logical ordering of accusatives 
and verb. The philosopher is at such times, to 
put tho case mildly, simply no philosopher at 
all. Exasperated, at length, beyond meaeure 
by these daily tormentors, he sent a servant to 
his neighbor the cuther day to implore relief. 
But the neighbor was unyielding. He, of rather 
she, regarded the fo@ls with peculiar affection, 
and declared, beeides, that ehe had observed 
that her pets, though they certainly crowed very 
loud, ‘only crowed three times in an entire day.’

thie bread of grain theory The people of Lar 
dea eat their bread with all the lime in it. We 
throw the lime away and est the remainder 
Landae and Savoy are outof the way countries. 
The inhabitanta are emall farmers and poor, 
hence are careful, waste nothing and prepare 
their food in the moat primitive manner. In 
short, they eat the whole grain, either boiling it 
as we do rice or cracked wheat, or pound or 
grind it into coarse meal for bread, thua con 
euming the whole grain, husk, kernel, pith, 
heart aud all 

It is true of graine as it is of the potate—the 
most nutritious and wholesaume part ia that im 
mediately The outer 
eighth of an inch of the potato contains more 
pourishiment than all the remainder, Tous it is 
that the outer portion of ground grain, called 
the “bran,” ia richest in nutriment, and con 
taine nearly all lime; but, refloing it away, in 
rte to geta “fine” and “ white” four, 
we but eat the refuse and throw away the sub 
stance, and thus lose the lime, which gives 
strength to the bones, durability to the teeth, 
aud vigor to the brain, through the pure, per 
fect and life giving bleod which the consump 
tion of the whole grain makes 

In point of physical viger and development i 
would be of incalculable value to our country if 
the children were allowed to take nothing for 
their breakfast and #upper, ae their general

Wiostara Fee ron liacny Cows 


Good feeding makes fat cattle That ie a 
satisfactorily settled question. Hut the question 
as to the moat 
during winter, is not nearly eo well settled. Jk 
ie not the moet liberal feeding alwayve, or very 
often, in fact, that makes the most milk. In 
winter, the month of February ie the falling off 
in milk period with the large meyjoruy of dairy 
cows, eo that through March and April, the 
supply of milk and butter, in all parts of the 
country where catde require etablicg and winter 
feeding, is considerably below that of December 
and January 

The reason of the falling off in milk about 
this period is obvious enough if we only set our 
thinking gear and common sense in operation 
Teo monthe of inactivity begine to te!l on the 
auimal organization, and cisarrange the diges 
tive functiona, and though the cow may have an 
appetite to eat ber full allowance of food, she 
hae mot her ueual ability to dispose of it es it 
ought to be to produce the largest quantity or 
the beet quality of milk. The fact is cows 
under such conditions become temporary dye 
peptics, Not actually beset by any alarming 
organic disease, Lat seriously a cted with un 
comfortable stomach com plainte—a feverishnens 
and local internal inflammation, inimical to the 
making of milk. 

If we subject the excrement of «tabled cattle 
to « fair chemical analysis every few days, be 


idicious teeding of milk cows 





ginning at the time they are put up, and con 
tinued through the stabling season, we ebal! 
find that through the monthe of February and 
March, it contains a considerably larger per 
eentum of unexhausted blood and bone, milk and 
fat making material, than it did during the firet 
two months of «tabling, and just eo much ma 
terial has been lost to the animal and ourselves 
That ia welf-evident 

The necessities of a dvepeptic mother with au 
infant are pureing bottles and wet nurses. So 
with a cow long etabled and rendered a dyepep 
tic by inactiviiy. She is incapable of rearing a 
healthy calf. itis true acow may be etabled in 
utter idleness during her unnatural life, and her 
flow of milk maintained to a maximum standard 
as to quantity by etufing with rich elops, ete., 
but it is miserable ewill milk—not fit to make 
butter—only fit to murder children, and man 
slaughter grown up people. 

The remedy for thie falling off in quant'ty, 
and deterioration in quality of milk usually be 
coming moet unpleesantly perceptible at about 
this season, is, we believe, within the easy reach 
of almost every farmer, dairyman, or other per 
son keeping wilk cows, and they stabled during 
the winter. Certain of success, too, we know 
from self experience, and that of some ten far 
mer friends who have pursued the; ractice these 
dozen years or more, 

The ftiret requisite in all cases ia free ventila 
tion —we don't mean indiscriminate airing— 
etablea #0 open on all sides that a pigeon may 
fly through withont clipping a wing; but a enug, 
varm berth, kept alware clean, with openings 
clore op to the ceiling that can be opened, half 
opened, closed, partially closed, and regulated 
at will according as the outside atmesphere is 
mild or severe, thereby eflurding o free circula 
tion of pure air within the stable. 

Next important step is, exercise— regular, 
daily, and moderate exercise. Every morning 
after milking, and again ia the afternoon, unless 
ttorme prevent, turn out the stabled stock and 
treat them to a promenade of a mile or to and 
return at a moderate walk. No racing and run 
ning them, but a reasonable, ordinary walk 
abroad and home. lon't plead trouble, and 
wantof time It is the leisure season—alwaye 
some one that can perform the office of escort 
just as weil a* not without interfering a mite 
with other duties

The Mine Former has a seasonable and sen 
sible editorial article upon the eubject of graft 
ing the plum on the common wild cherry. The 
editor has seen the Washington plum grafted 
on the wild cherry stock and growing triftily, 
guessing the while that grafte of any other kind 
of pluns will do ) xet as well on the cherry 

That ie a correct guesa, Prother Hoardman 
We can clinch it with fixed facts. Fourteen 
years ago, we saw a friend in Lewis Co, Weet 
Virginia, an ingenious amateur borticulturiat, 
grafting eight or nine different varieties of plums 

among theta the wild, mountain, red and yel 
low plama, very common in the hills of Western 
Virginia, om wild cherry etocks—or at least 
about half were of the regular, wild-wood va 
riety, the others being of the common domestic 
black cherries gone wild by beiug sown broad 
cast by birds. Four yeare later, on visitirg our 
friend. we found the experiment an entire and 
very satisfactory success; only in vera! in 
stances, the plum being of more vigorous habite, 
the graft bad greatly overgrown the #tocka, and 
breaking off at the janction was the conse 
quence. In afier experiments that difficu'ty 
was obviated by using larger cherry stocks, cut 
ting closer to the ground, and checking the 
plum growth by praning, inducing a ower 
growth and semi-dwarf habits. 

We were ic among those cherry plums again 
in the eccond sear of the war, ip August, when 
much of the fruit was ripe, and found the trees 


bearing bountifully, free from black-knot and 
all other diseases to which our modern plom 
trees are 60 quay oem, while the fruit 
was free from curca improved in 
size and quality, especially Ehud pies We 
should never have recognized in the fine, fair, 
tender-skinned, sugary red end yellow fruit, 
descendants of the wild mountaineers. 

As our friend oo went away to war, and 
left himself on the Geld of Chattanooga, leaving 
no legitimate successor, we have had no data ia 
reference to the cherry plums since August, 
1862; but we saw enough previously to satisfy 
as that putting plams on cherry stocks was a 
psying practice that a good many fruit growers 
elsewhere having knotty, diseased plum trees, 
would co well to imitate. 


Fcerarisa Facit Trees 


There can be no better season than thie sharp, 
anapping, winter weather, to ecale and scrape 
off the shabby, dead, outer jickets of old fruit 
trees—apple and pear trees especially. They 
grow the roughest. Bat peach, plum, and cherry 
trees may ali come in for a light soratch, with 
advantage. Not an atom of benefit in any way 
to the tree—all those shabby scales, and dead, 
rough bark. Dig it off, unkennel and turn out 
in the cold to freez* to death, millions of para 
sites, and embryo peste that next epring and 
eummer will otherwise make havoc with trees 
and fruit. Snug harbors for the young pirates 
—all those seams and scales. Scrape off emooth 
and clean, taking care not to wound the live 
bark. We find a dull drawing-knife the moat 
‘flicient implement. Having smoothed off the 
trees, paint them with mixtare of lime, wood 
ashes, any brown paint, enough to make a 
natural tree color—gae tar enough to make it 
adhesive, and mix up with brine—any old beef, 
pork or fieh pickle will answer. Lay on a libe- 
ral coat and the trees are fortified well against 
cold and invasion for two years ahead.

ASCEIPTS. 


Imitation on Moca Traits Bovr,—Put into a 
pan a knuckle of veal, two fine cow heels or two 
calve's feet, two onions, a few cloves, peppers, 
berries of allepice, mace, and sweet herbs; 
cover them with water, then tie a thick paper 
over the pan and eet it in an oven for three 
houre. When cold take off the fat very nicely; 
cut the meat and feet into bita en inch and a 
ialf equare , remove the bones and coaree parts 
and then put the reet on to warm, with a large 
spoonful of walnut and one of mushroom 
ketchup, balf a pint of aberry or Madeira wine, 
a little mushroom powder, and the jelly of the 
meat. When hot, if it requires any further 
reasoning, add some, and eerve with hard eggs, 
forcemeat balls, a squecz> of lemon, and a 
epoonful of soy. This is a very easy way, and 
the dish is excellent. 

Veaxtanies.—The following may be taken as 
the common form to make all sorte of purée — 
Boil the vegetabies with ealt, and it they be 
green ones, a little soda, When thoroughly 
done, drain them well and pass through a« hair 
sieve. Melt a piece of butter in a saucepan, add 
a little tleur, mix it well and throw in the vege 
table pulp, etir and proceed to flavor with pep 
per and powdered spices, or the spices in a
